A cycling “boardway” along the 
Thames, plazas welcoming visitors 
outside Kingston and Surbiton sta¬ 
tions and new bike routes connect¬ 
ing the borough’s towns. 

All of these are likely to become a 
reality after Kingston Council won 
its bid to become a “mini Holland” 
in the Mayor of London’s £100m cy¬ 
cling initiative. 

Kingston will receive up to £30m 
after being named winners of Boris 
Johnson’s competition for outer 
London boroughs, along with En¬ 
field and Waltham Forest. 

Exact details of how the Greater 
London Authority wants the money 
spent have not yet been revealed, 
but at least three ideas are virtually 
assured. 

They are a 700m boardway along

the riverside towards Kingston 
Bridge, cycleways connecting 
Kingston town centre to New 
Malden and Surbiton, and a com¬ 
plete revamp of the area outside 
Kingston station, creating a cyclist 
and pedestrian-friendly plaza. 

Other plans which could still 
come to fruition are the “supersky¬ 
way” crossing the Thames next to 
Kingston Bridge, and a new town 
square outside Surbiton station. 

A “super cycle hub” with showers, 
changing facilities and space for 
2,000 bikes could also be built be¬ 
hind Surbiton station. 

Councillor Simon James, lead 
member for transport and a keen 


cyclist, said: “This will transform 
our borough, providing a real boost 
for cycling. 

“It will also benefit both pedestri¬ 
ans and motorists by increasing 
segregation and reducing the poten¬ 
tial for conflict.” 

Kingston Council leader Council¬ 
lor Liz Green traced the borough’s 
love affair with cycling back to the 
2012 Olympics, when Sir Bradley 
Wiggins rode through on his way to 
a gold medal in the time trial event. 

She said: “It was an unforgettable 
day for the town and for Bradley, 
who said that the roar from the 
crowd as he came through Kingston 
was the highlight of his career. 

“We have been determined to cap¬ 
ture the special atmosphere of that 
day and build a sustainable 


Olympic legacy.” 

Some ideas featured in Kingston’s 
bid will not be going ahead. 

Radical £40m plans to dig an un¬ 
derpass beneath the new Kingston 
station plaza for cars have been 
dropped due to cost. And New 
Malden’s Fountain roundabout will 
probably not be turned into a Dutch 
roundabout separating bikes from 
cars, Coun James said. 

That plan has been scrapped in 
favour of a new cycle path from 
New Malden station to Raynes 
Park, alongside the railway lines. 

Four shortlisted boroughs, includ¬ 
ing Merton and Richmond, will 
share the remaining £10m. 

Jon Fray, from Kingston Cycling 
Campaign, said the bid would make 
cycling safer.

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ayor’s tomb found

The forgotten tomb of a former 
Lord Mayor of London has been 
uncovered by builders during re¬ 
furbishment works at All Saints 
Church in Kingston. 

Workers revamping the historic 
Market Place church discovered 
the final resting place of John 
Garratt beneath a platform 
which the altar previously sat 
upon. 

It is believed the tomb was cov¬ 
ered over during works in the 
1970s, and forgotten about until 
now. 

Keith Long, company secretary 
of All Saints Church, said: “In the 
course of clearing the floor in the 
altar we have uncovered the tomb 
of a Lord Mayor of London. 

“Looking back in the records of 
tombs in the 1970s it is recorded, 
but I don’t think we had cottoned 
on to the fact that he was 
a former Lord Mayor of London. 

“We’ve got a lot of pretty impor¬ 
tant graves at the church and this 
is one of them. 

“He won’t be moved - the tomb 
will be restored and he will take

his place with all the other impor¬ 
tant tombs we have. 

“It is one of those things you 
come across when you’re work¬ 
ing on a historic church like 
this.” 

According to records unearthed 
by the Metropolitan London 
Archive, John Garratt was born 
on January 28, 1787, to Francis 
Garratt, a goldsmith and tea deal¬ 
er of London. 

He married three times and fa¬ 
thered 11 children. 

He was awarded freedom of the 
city by servitude in the gold¬ 
smiths in April 1809, and was an 
alderman from 1821 until 1832. 

He was made sheriff of the City 
of London in 1821 and Lord 
Mayor in 1824. 

According to the Morning 
Chronicle of February 24, 1859, 
John Garratt died on February 14 
“in the 78th year of his life”. 

However, if other records are 
correct, he would have been 72. 


In his resignation letter to the 
Court of Alderman in 1832, Gar¬ 
ratt, writing from “Surbiton 
Place near Kingston” said: “It is 
an unspeakable source of satis¬ 
faction to me, when I reflect that 
although I have always assumed 
to myself the privilege of free and 
independent opinion I have never 
suffered a different sentiment to 
interrupt the more kindly feel¬ 
ings of harmony and good will, 
which I trust have mutually sub¬ 
sisted between us. 

“Notwithstanding our public 
bond of union is necessarily dis¬ 
solved by my retirement, yet be 
assured that it will neither abate 
nor interrupt those sentiments of 
private and personal attachment 
with which and with every good 
wish for your happiness and 
prosperity I beg leave to sub¬ 
scribe myself.” 

“My lord and gentlemen, your 
friend and faithful servant, John 
Garratt.”

Calls for safety measures at ‘crash blackspot’ 


A car crashed through a 
garden wall and into a 
porch in the latest accident 
to happen in crash-blighted 
Park Road.

introduce speeding restric¬ 
tions in the street, which is 
an emergency route to 
Kingston Hospital. 

She said: “I would like the 
council to reduce the speed 


of traffic on the road signifi¬ 
cantly so that it is safe for 
residents, pedestrians and 
other road users. 

“The council’s focus ap¬ 
pears to be largely on turn¬ 
ing the road into a mini 
super highway, rather 
than maintaining it as an 
area of special character 
and interest.” 

But Canbury ward Coun¬ 
cillor Geoff Austin said resi¬ 
dents using the latest 
accident as evidence of 
speeding were “jumping on 
the accident bandwagon”. 

He said: “We’ve had three 
accidents near Tudor Drive, 
but this is the first that has 


occurred near the Kingston 
Hill end.

Campaigners have guardedly accepted 
an olive branch offered by the company 
whose plans to build floating homes and 
a marina in Surbiton were thrown out. 

Cascina Ltd and Hydro Properties 
would have also built a nature reserve, a 
restaurant, a riverside walk, and a her¬ 
itage and education centre on the 
Seething Wells filter beds. 

Their appeal against Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s decision to refuse planning permis¬ 
sion in January 2013 was dismissed on 
Wednesday by the Planning Inspectorate. 

Hydro group development director Eric 
Kaemmerer-Farag promised to work 
with residents on any new plans. 

He said: “We would anticipate taking 
the opportunity to work with the commu¬ 
nity and the council to try and make pro¬ 
posals that will better satisfy and 
overcome the final hurdles.” 

Simon Tyrrell, from the Friends of 
Seething Wells, said: “We will consider 
talking to anyone with true community 
benefits in mind.” 

But the group has already begun talks 
with the council and residents on an al¬ 
ternative scheme, he said. 

He said: “The filter beds are not a 
derelict eyesore ripe for development, 
but a true community asset, poorly main¬ 
tained by a succession of careless own¬ 
ers, whose potential is yet to be properly 
realised.” 

Inspector Lesley Coffey returned her

verdict after hearing evidence from the 
company and campaigners in November. 

She wrote: “The benefits that would be 
delivered by the proposal are consider¬ 
able, however they must be weighed 
against the substantial harm to the 
metropolitan open land and character 
and appearance of the area. 

“While the proposal would not harm 
the setting of the listed buildings in the 
locality, I attach significant weight to the 
harm to the character and appearance of 
the surrounding area.” 

Had the development gone ahead, 
Hydro would have contributed £219,000 
towards building affordable housing. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Edward 
Davey said: “This is a significant victory. 
It is clear now that no developer can 
make a big development on that land. 

“As always, you listen to any proposal, 
but I think the metropolitan open land 
status is a very strong protection.” 

Mr Kaemmerer-Farag said: “We are en¬ 
couraged that [the inspector] has 
recognised that the benefits that would 
be delivered by the scheme would be 
considerable. 

“In the round we are sort of moving in 
the right direction with the proposals.” 

Mathew Frith from the London Wildlife 
Trust said: “The trust hopes this decision 


finally draws a line under developers’ 
plans to build on this important site of 
nature conservation.” 

Kingston Council leader Councillor Liz 
Green said: “I’m delighted that the coun¬ 
cil decision has been upheld. 

“We can now, working with the Friends 
of Seething Wells, work on the plan of 
what should happen to the site.”

Pair jailed for swiping 
bag at church service 


A thieving couple who stole from 
an 81-year-old woman while she 
was taking communion on her 
birthday have been jailed. 

Adrian Robertson, 40, of Mole 
Court, West Ewell, was sentenced 
to five months in jail for stealing 
the woman’s handbag at Our Lady 
Immaculate in Ewell Road, Tol- 
worth, on January 19. 

Rebecca Mills, 32, of Lincoln 
Walk, Epsom, pleaded guilty to the 
theft and was sentenced to eight 
weeks in jail last month. 

Plucky churchgoers, a Sunday 
school teacher and children gave 
chase after Mills was seen grab¬ 
bing the handbag during the 9am 
service. 

But the pair escaped and discard¬ 
ed the handbag before being ar¬ 
rested by police. 

Robertson, who stood trial at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court, is 
already serving a 13-week sen¬ 
tence for an earlier theft, and in

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2009 was jailed for two-and-a-half 
years for robbing a partially-sight¬ 
ed musician in Epsom. 

Police said Brazilian Silvia Fed- 
ericei-Palmieri, 81, was believed to 
be on a long holiday in the UK and 
nothing was taken from her bag. 

Sunday school teacher Rachel 
Street, from behind a screen, told 
the court she joined the chase with 
her two children and spotted Miss 
Mills with the bag in the car park. 

Ms Street said: “They were get¬ 
ting away, I was shouting at them 
‘I’m from the church, you have 
taken the bag’. Then they started 
to run.” 

Robertson, who wore a blue cross 
around his neck, claimed they only 
went into the church to use the toi¬ 
let after sleeping rough under 
a flight of stairs the previous 
night. 


He said: “Why would I want to 
take a bag when I was on the way 
to my mum’s for Sunday dinner? 

“That’s totally wrong. I’m 
Catholic myself. I did not see no 
bag or anything when I was in the 
church.” 

He said: “I think she picked the 
bag up, it was by mistake. Nothing 
was taken. It was a drunken 
mistake.” 

While giving evidence Mills, who 
had a ponytail and navy top, said 
she did not plan to take the bag but 
just “saw the opportunity” while 
under the influence of drink. 

She said: “It was on the floor. I 
just picked it up. I went round the 
back towards M&S and threw it 
down because I thought it was 
wrong. I didn’t even open it.” 

District Judge Grant said: “I con¬ 
clude without any difficulty Mr 
Robertson was physically present 
and was aware of the bag being 
taken.” 
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Catalogue of errors: The thieves’ first mistake 
was to drive up outside the store and give 
CCTV cameras a glance of their registration 
plate, left. Then, one thinks the cameras are 
facing the ceiling, without realising it is mir¬ 
rored, capturing him stealing from the till, 
above. A suspect was then filmed in reflec¬ 
tion taking one of the fryers out of the shop, 
above right 




Chic-O-land burglars’ series of gaffes 


Bungling burglars stole deep 
fat fryers from a Kingston 
takeaway and turned CCTV 
cameras up to the roof to 
hide their identities - with¬ 
out realising the ceiling was 
mirrored. 

Chic-O-Land, in St James’ 
Road, was featured on last 
Monday night’s episode of 
BBC One’s Caught Red Hand¬ 
ed, presented by host Do¬ 
minic Littlewood. 

The show, that features 
tales of criminals being 
caught in the act through 
CCTV and other methods, 
shone new light on how 
Mark Allaway, 41, was even¬ 
tually caught and jailed for 
the theft last year. 

The five-minute segment 
uses new footage taken from 
Chic-O-Land’s security cam¬ 
eras, stills of which ap¬ 
peared in the Kingston 
Guardian when the burglary 
happened. 

A spokesman for the take¬ 
away, who is named simply 
as Mo, also talks about the 
burglary. 

He told the show: “They 
were very confident. They 
just did it as if they’d been

doing it all their lives.” 

The clip shows Allaway and 
an unknown accomplice 
drive a white van up to the 
takeaway at about 6am on 
April 22, 2013. 

The hooded pair break into 
the premises in broad day¬ 
light, before turning the 
cameras towards the ceiling 
using brooms. 

But they fail to realise the 
ceilings were mirrored - and 


the cameras capture the bur¬ 
glars stealing the fryers and 
robbing the till in the 
reflection. 

They made a further gaffe 
when, on arrival, one of the 
thieves moved the van for¬ 
ward, and revealed a regis¬ 
tration plate to a camera. 

Allaway is then clearly 
seen standing at the back of 
the van. 

Chic-O-land co-manager 
Serdar Besler said: “They 
came in just before Christ¬ 
mas to film. 

“I haven’t seen the pro¬ 
gramme yet. I don’t know if I 
need to - I saw it all when it 
happened.” 

Allaway was caught in 
June, when he was spotted 
sitting in a cafe in Walling- 
ton by passing police officers 
who recognised him from the 
CCTV footage. 

He was charged with both 
the Chic-O-Land burglary 
and another theft from 
Mackay’s Fried Chicken in 
Morden. 

He was jailed in January 
for 20 months. 

Chic-O-Land’s fryers have 
never been found.

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Plans not ‘rejected’ 


Base free school name 
on facts not sentiment 


I write to clarify something 
which, if left unsaid, could lead 
to our disregarding the world¬ 
changing significance of 
Kingston, just to appear “polit¬ 
ically correct”. 

I refer to the shortlisting of 
names for the new free school. 
I understand one of the short¬ 
listed names is the Cesar Pic- 
ton Free School, in honour, we 
are told, of a freed slave who 
had a rags to riches story. This 
is in competition with aircraft 
pioneer Harry Hawker. 

Cesar Picton was born in 
Senegal and was brought to 
England at the age of six. 

There is no evidence that he 
was ever a slave in Senegal and 
the myth that he was a “freed” 
slave collapses at this point. 
Quite clearly, no one knows. 

Then, considering that from 
the moment he arrived and 
was “given” (as a gift along 


with a parakeet and a foreign 
duck - see Shaan Butters’ book 
That Famous Place) to Sir 
John Philipps of Norbiton 
Place, he was treated well. Not, 
that he had been mistreated 
before. 

He was brought up with the 
family and became a favourite 
of Lady Philipps. 

When she died he was left a 
large sum in her will. Far from 
being a rags to riches, slave 
made good, the story is 
actually “young boy enters 
household and is bequeathed 
money with which he becomes 
a businessman”. 

Hawker was born in Aus¬ 
tralia, the son of a blacksmith. 
At 11 he was working in a 
garage, helping to build en¬ 
gines. He qualified as a me¬ 
chanic and in 1910 decided to 
come to England to become in¬ 
volved with aviation. 


In 1912 he became a 
mechanic for the Sopwith Avi¬ 
ation company and, having 
persuaded Tommy Sopwith to 
teach him to fly, made his first 
solo flight after only three 
lessons. A month after obtain¬ 
ing his pilot’s licence, he won 
the Michelin Trophy for en¬ 
durance flying for eight hours, 
23 minutes. He then became 
chief test pilot for Sopwith, 
which tells of his courage. 

After the First World War he, 
Sopwith, and two others each 
contributed to the foundation 
of a new company, which all 
agreed would be called HG 
Hawker Engineering. 

Hawker, sadly, was killed a 
year later and the king sent a 
message asserting that “the 
nation had lost one of its most 
distinguished airman”. 

From the company he 
formed, emerged the Hawker 


Hurricane, the workhorse of 
the RAF in the Battle of 
Britain, which effectively pre¬ 
vented Britons from ever be¬ 
coming “slaves”. 

Harry Hawker did not live 
the monied, comfortable and 
lauded life of Picton, but was 
simply an Australian boy who 
had an aptitude to learn, the 
determination to travel across 
the world, the courage to test 
fly new designs and who co¬ 
founded a company that 
helped change the world. 

I believe the choice of the 
new school name should be 
made on the basis of fact and 
not sentiment. The facts re¬ 
garding Hawker and Picton are 
there, I hope the KET trustees 
will review the stories and not 
simply be swayed by a myth.

Funding festival ‘through back door’ 


Kingston Council is subsidis¬ 
ing the International Youth 
Arts Festival (IYAF) “through 
the back door” to the tune of 
almost £200,000. 

Conservative leader Howard 
Jones revealed details of the 
council’s service level agree¬ 
ment with the Rose Theatre 
during a council budget meet¬ 
ing on Thursday last week. 

Former Liberal Democrat 
council leader Derek Os¬ 
bourne always insisted the 
money given to the Rose was 
not a “blank cheque subsidy”, 
but in exchange for services 
received by Kingston Council. 

The release of the agreement 
makes clear how the council 
values the services it receives. 

Creative Youth, which organ¬ 
ises IYAF, receives the equiva¬ 
lent of £190,825 of the 
council’s annual £500,000 Rose 
funding by getting exclusive 
use of the venue for 18 days 
during the festival. 

The Rose Plus community 
programme received £120,000 
while the Kingston Connec¬ 
tions storytelling project was 
given the equivalent of 
£ 68 , 000 . 

Coun Jones said: “The money 
is supposed to be used for ser¬ 
vices on behalf of the council, 
towards education and com¬ 
munity. 

“We find out, only by ques¬ 
tioning detail of how the 
money is being spent from un¬ 
published council documents, 
that nearly £200,000 goes to 
IYAF, which already gets 
£36,000 from other grants and 
awards of the council. 

“Are we supporting the 
theatre or IYAF? 

“It seems that without any 
public scrutiny or agreement, 
IYAF gets a huge subsidy 
through the back door.” 

The first IYAF was held in 
2009, as part of a new deal

She said: “Without that ini¬ 
tial support from the council 
and the access to the Rose 
none of this would have been 
possible. We have tried to get a 
meeting with Coun Jones to 
talk about IYAF but unfortu¬ 
nately no dates have been of¬ 
fered by the councillor.” 

Rose Theatre chief executive 
Robert O’Dowd said how the 
council allocated the money 
was their concern. 

He said: “We are, however, 
delighted the support from the 
new deal has enabled IYAF to 
grow and become the largest 
youth festival in the country 
and we are proud this amazing 
annual event has its home at 
the Rose.” 

Councillor David Ryder- 
Mills, Liberal Democrat lead 
member for schools and con¬ 
tinuing education, said: “IYAF 
introduces hundreds of young¬ 
sters to performance and the 
concept of volunteering. 

“It is a large part of the bor¬ 
ough’s service agreement with 
the theatre, but money very 
well spent.”

At 27 he had sold 40m records, had eight top 
10 hits, a number one hit in 25 countries and 
performed to a global TV audience of 100m. 
But he wasn’t happy. 

“I’m not really interested in fame,” says Ast¬ 
ley. “I was going across the world shooting 
videos, doing TV interviews, it was like a 
treadmill, everything was decided for me.” 

So he packed it in and headed to Richmond 
where he’s lived ever since. 

But 10 years ago he was lured out of retire¬ 
ment and began touring again. 

“There’s something about performing, when 
you’re connecting with the audience,” says 
Astley on his return to the stage. 

“Once Never Going To Give You Up starts 
up it’s down memory lane and I’m famous 
again for 15 minutes. 

“When I’m up on stage it means as a middle 
aged man I get to pretend I’m not for a night.” 

Now he is going team up with fellow 1980s 
star Jason Donovan for this summer’s Hamp¬ 
ton Court Palace Festival. 

“Hampton Court is a bit special really,” says 
Astley. “Some places stick in your mind, a 
field is a field, an arena is an arena; but 
Hampton Court. Hampton Court has atmo¬ 
sphere.” 

In 2007, Astley saw his 1988 hit Never Going 
to Give You Up become an internet phe¬ 
nomenon with the advent of Rickrolling. 

But this re-found celebrity hasn’t caused 
him problems. 

“I get no hassle from fans. I can be on the 
drive at home, whistling Never Give You Up, 
and no one will recognise me,” he says. 

Despite jetting off for a mini tour of South 
America at the end of this month, Astley in¬ 
sists it is not all glamour. 

“I was playing a gig in a church basement in 
Richmond with my band the Luddites and I 
had to break up a fight,” he says. “There were 
two men fighting in the audience. I couldn’t 
believe it. Two men in leafy middle class Rich¬ 
mond, fighting in church.”

As the length of tenancies 
increase, an accurate 
inventory can hold the key to 
renters receiving their deposit 
back at the end of their 
tenancy, according to the 
Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA). 

ARLA research shows that 
tenants are remaining in the 
same property for longer, 
increasing from an average 
period of 16.5 months in 2009 
to a period of 19.4 months in 
2013*. 

Susan Fitz-Gibbon, President 
of ARLA, said: “A detailed and 
accurate inventory can often 
make moving out of a rental 
property a far smoother 
process. 

“As tenants stay in their 
rented homes for longer it’s 
even more important to have 
accurate information on the 
state of the property from 
when you first moved in, as 
there may be greater wear and 
tear. This means recording the 
condition of the property with 
written notes as well as details 
of the contents, including 
fixtures and fittings. Tenants 
sometimes choose to take 
accompanying photos too, 
which can also help. 

“It is also important to agree 
any inventory with your 
landlord when you move in. 
This can be a step that is easily 
forgotten, but it can be vital 
when trying to resolve and 
clarify any situations where 
items get lost, damaged or 
stolen.” 


Inventory is crucial 


Tenants urged to keep 
comprehensive records 
of fixtures and fittings 


ARLA has created the 
following tips for prospective 
tenants looking to move into a 
new rented property: 

1) Photographic evidence: 
Images detailing the 
property’s condition when you 
moved in can help ensure 
there are no disputes at the 
end of a tenancy. If tenants or 
an inventory provider chose to 
do this, these should always be 
agreed with the landlord and 
copies shared and kept on file 
throughout the tenancy. 

2) Keep a written record: 
While images will definitely 
help in documenting the state 
of the property and contents 
when you first move in, it is 
also useful to elaborate and 
explain the state of items in a 
detailed written description. 

This will help protect you if 
there is any dispute about the 
condition of items at the end of 
your tenancy. Once again it is 
important to get these 


descriptions signed by the 
landlord. 

3) Be logical: To ensure you 
have covered everything and 
have the most comprehensive 
list possible, it is important to 
be logical in your approach to 
compiling an inventory. 

The easiest way to do this is 
by recording items by room; 
this will help you to compile 
an accurate and 
comprehensive inventory. 

4) Who’s responsible? 
Understand who is responsible 
for the overall upkeep of the 
property as well as the 
contents. This information 
should be in your tenancy 
agreement, but if you are still 
unsure ask the landlord or 
agent and make sure you get 
the response in writing. This 
will help resolve any issues at 
the end of a tenancy where 
landlord/tenant duties were 
not specified. 

5) If in doubt use a

professionalism and 
credibility can be added to the 
inventory if you use a fully 
qualified APIP member. 

Members of APIP are 
professionally trained in 
drawing up an inventory and 
conducting the check in and 
check out.
